SECTION 3, ARTICLE 29, CHARTER CITY OF ST. LOUIS—PROCEED- 
INGS WHERE PROPERTY HAS BEEN STOLEN.—Upon complaint béing made, 
on oath, to the acting president of the Police Boar, that any personal property 
has been stolen or embezzled, and that the complainant suspects that ch prop- 
erty is concealed in any particular house or place in the city or courty of 8t. 
Louls, if such acting president shall be satisfied that there is reasonabl& ground . 
for such suspicion, he may issue a warrant to search for such property. . 
(Laws 1867, p. 179, sec. 8.) 

SECTION 31, ARTICLE 29, CHARTER CITY OF 8ST. LOUIS—WARRANT, 
HOW DIRECTED.—Said warrant shall be directed to some officer of the police 
force, and shall command him to search the place where such property is sus- 
pected to be concealed, which place shall be designated and the property par- 
ticularly described in such warrant, and to bring such stolen property before the 
police justice, or some justice of the peace of the City of St. Louis, and upon the 
return of such warrant to such justice he shall proceed thereon in like manner 
as if such warrant had been by him issued. (Laws 1867, p. 179, sec. 10.) 

SECTION 4304, ARTICLE ll, REVISED STATUTES 1889.—Upon complaint be- 
ing made, on oath, in writing, to any officer authorized to issue process for the 
apprehension of offenders, that any personal property has been stolen or em- 
bezzled, and that the complainant suspects that such property is concealed in 
any particular house or place, if such magistrate shall be satisfied that there is 
redsonable ground for such suspicion, he shall issue a warrant to search for 
Buch property. 

Interpreting the foregoing law, the Supreme Court of Missouri ruled, 72-Mo., 
406, that: 

“A search warrant, regular upon its face, issued by a justice of the peace, 
will protect an officer executing it although the affidavit upon which it is 
founded be not in compliance with the statute.”’ -

NEWPORT NEWS, Va., March 24.—The 
two battleships which represent the highest 
development of the American Navy—the 
Kearsarge and the Kentucky—were suc- 
cessfully launched here to-day, amid elab- 
orate ceremonies and the huzgzas of thou- 
sands, 

At 10:02 Mrs. Herbert Winslow, wife of 
Lieutenant-Commander Winslow of the 
United States Navy, broke upon the bows 
a bottle of champagne and formally chris- 
tened the vessel, which immediately shot 
down the ‘ways to its first touch of cold 


water, 

The ceremonies attending the launching 
of the Kentucky were even more elaborate, 
a party of over one thousand Kentuckians 
being present to celebrate the event in re- 
sponse to the honor done their State by the 
chelatentne title. 

The Kentucky is a cold-water ship. A few 
months ago it was announced that a bottle 
of the finest old Kentucky whisky was to 
be used instead of champagne in the cere- 
mony of christening the vessel named in 
honor of the Bourbon State.’ There was a 
storm of protests from temperance people 
throughout the country. Champagne was 
bad enough, but whisky was _ infinitely 
worse. Then it was learned that the rare 
old liquor that had been sent to Washing- 
ton for this purpose had been placed where 
it would do more efficient service than 
Sean ane the bow of an unsympathetic 
oat, 

The result was that the Kentucky was 
christened with water from the famous 
fering, on the Kentucky: farm where Abra- 
ham Lincoln was born, 

Mrs. Winslow created not a Httle tnterest 
some weeks 7° by positively declining to 
christen the earsarge with water. Ina 
letter to Mrs. R. H. Jones of Norfolk, presi- 
dent of the Woman’s Christian Temperance 
Union of Virginia, Mrs. Winslow stated

THE BERNAYS DAMAGE SUIT. 


The Right of the Mother to Permit Her 
Child’s Nude Picture to Be 
Published Denied. 


All the evidence in the damage suit of 
Anita May George against Dr. A. C. Ber- 
nays and the Anti-Kamnia Co. was closed 
Thursday at noon and then the attorneys 
on both eldes went to work arguing with 
Judge Klein as to the instructions to be 
given to the jurv. 

The case presents a law feature new to 
St. Louis courts, as far as the question of 


the invasion of privacy is concerned, The 
plaintiffs maintain that no one has a right 
to publish any picture, or copy of a picture, 
of any person, espect: ially when the picture 
portrays that person in a nude state. In 
this instance the privacy invaded was that 
of a little girl of six who was too young 
to know any thing about it. 

The defendants contend that the publica- 
tion was made with the full knowledge and 
consent of the mother of the child, 

Dr, Berneys testified that some time after 
the operation the mother brougiit the little 
girl to his office to show him how well sh 
was doing, and how successful the oOpera- 
tion had been. He testified that he told Mrs. 
George he wanted a picture of the child, 


and that she gave him two, one an ordinary ) 


every-day photograph and ‘the other a pic- 
ture of the child bare to the waist, show- 
ing the knife wounds of previous opera- 
tions. 

“This won ‘'t do,”” the doctor testified that 
he said, “I want a picture showing my op- 
eration, so that I can print it with an ac- 
count of the case. 

Then he says Mrs. George consented to 
take the child to the photographer and have 
the picture taken as he wanted it. 

The mother admitted that she had un- 
dressed the child and help to pose her before 
the camera for Dr. Bernays’ picture. She 
denied, however, giving him any copies of 
other photographs. 

When it came to instructions, Mr. Frank 
M. Estes, attorney for Dr. Bernays, wanted 
the Court to instruct the jury to find for 
the defendant if they believed that the pub- 
lication of the picture was made with the 
knowledge and consent of the mother. 

“The mother has no authority to con- 
gent,”’ said Judge Klein. “‘Under the law 
the mother cannot in any way dispose of or 
contro] the person of her minor child, if the 
father is living, unless she can show that 
she has his consent.’ 

Mr. Estes agreed to change his instruc- 
tions #0 as to make it the consent of the 
parents, but CS. Jones, for the Anti-Kamnia 
company re fused to amend his, in which the 
mother’s consent only was referred to, and 
the Court refused his instruction. A greater

The Government of Spain has never contributed one dollar 
to house, shelter, feed or provide maintenance for these, its 
own citizens. Such a spectacle exceeds the scenes of the In- 
ferno as painted by Dante. 

There has been no amelioration of the situation excepi 
through the charity of the people of the United States. There 
has been no diminution in the death rate among these recon- 
centrados except as the death supply is constantly diminished. 
There is no relief and no hope except through the continued 
charity of the American people until peace has been fully re- 
stored in the island. 

Spain cannot put an end to the existing condition. She can- 
not conquer the insurgents. She cannot re-establish her sov- 
ereignty over any considerable portion of the interior of the 
island. The revolutionists, while able to maintain themselves, 
cannot drive the Spanish army from the fortified seacoast 
towns. 


CHAOS OF DEVASTATION WHOSE 
END NO MAN FORETELISA. 
The situation then, is not war as we understand it, but a 
chaos of devastation and depopulation of undefined duration, 
whose end no man can see. 
In detailing the incidents and reciting the facts that came 
under his observation, Mr. Thurston said he had no desire 


to deal in horrors. “If I had my way,” said he, “I would 
shield the American public even from the photographic repro- 
ductions of the awful scenes that I viewed in all their original 
ghastliness.”’ 

Of the 225,000 soldiers Spain had sent to Cuba less than 
60,000 were now available for duty. The remainder. are dead, 
sick in hospitals or returned to Spain incapacitated. It is 
currently reported that 37,000 are now sick in the hospitals 
on the island. The army was in poor condition and under 
lax discipline. “I do not believe,” said he, “‘that the entire 
Spanish army in Cuba could stand an engagement in the 
open field against 20,000 well disciplined American soldiers.” 

Of the Spanish soldiers, he said that they, of all people on 
earth, would most gladly welcome any result that would 
enable them to return to their homes, 

The pictures in the American newspapers of the starving 
reconcentrados are true. They can all be duplicated by the 
thousands. I never saw, and please God, I may never again 
see, 8° deplorable a sight as the reconcentrados in the suburbs 
of Matanzas. I can never forget to my dying day the hope- 
less anguish in their despairing eyes. Huddled about their 
little bark huts, they raised no voice of appeal to us for alms 
as we went among them. 

Men, women and children stand silent, famishing. Their 
only appeal comes from their sad eyes, through which one 
looks as through an open window Into their agonizing souls. 

In Matanzas the people had done all they possibly could do 
for the reconcentrados, but it was too true that many Ma- 
tanzas people who resided In fine houses scarcely knew where 
their next meal was to come from. The Government was will- 
ing that the reconcentrados should repass the trochas to their 
homes, but the greag majority were physically unable to go. 

Their fate was a slow death by starvation. The Governor 
of Matanzas, Mr. Thurston said, could see no end to this con- 
dition of affairs and could suggest no relief except through the 
United States. 

THE TIME HAS COME WHEN 
MUSKETS MUST GO WITH FOOD. 


The Government of Spain has not and will not appropriate 
one dollar to save these people. They are now being attended 
and nursed and administered to by the charity of the United 
States. Think of the spectacle. We are feeding these citizens 
of Spain; we are nursing their sick; we are saving such as 
can be saved, and yet there are those who still say it Is right 
for us to send food, but we must keep hands off. I say that 
the time has come when muskets ought to go with the food. 

I shall refer to these horrible things no further. They are 


there. God pity me; I have seen them; they will remain in 
my mind forever—and this is almost the twentieth century. 
Christ died 1900 years ago, and Spain is a Christian nation: 


she has set up more crosses in more lands, beneath more 
Skies, and under them has butchered more peopte than all the 
Other nations of the earth combined. 

Europe may tolerate her existence as long as the people of 
the old world wish. God grant that before another Christmas 
morning the last of Spanish tyranny and oppression will have 
vanished from the Western Hemisphere. 

Discussing the remedy which should be applied to the evils 
he found, Mr. Thurston said: 

I counseled silence and moderation from this floor when the 
passion of the nation seemed at white beat over the destruc- 
tion of the Maine, but it seems to me the time for action has 
now come. Not action in the Maine case. I hope and trust 
that this Government will take action on the Cuban situation 
entirely outside of the Maine case. When the Maine report 
is received, if it be foun@ that our ship and sailors were blown 
up by some outside explosive, we wil] have ample reparation 
without quibble or delay; and if the explosion can be traced 
to Spanish official sources there will be such swift and —

FEET ON THE PARTY PLATFORM. 


“What shall the United States do, Mr. President?” 

For answer I, as a Republican, turn to the last national 
platform of his party, which declared that ‘The United States 
should actively use its influence and good offices to restore 
peace and give independence to Cuba.” 

In accepting the nomination tendered him by the conven- 
tion which had adopted the Cuban plank with a mighty shout, 
William McKinley had said: 

“The platform adopted by the Republican convention has 
received my careful consideration and has my unqualified 
approval.” 

Twice within the past two years I have voted for a resolu- 
tion recognizing the belligerency of the Cuban insurgents, but ? 
I am eatisfied it is now too late to accord them belligerent 


rights, or even merely to recognize the independence of the 


Cuban republic. 

Our platform demands that the United States shall actively 
use its influence for the independence of the tsland. I am not 
here to criticize the present Administration; I yield to no man 
living in my respect, my admiration for, and my confidence 
in the judgment, the wisdom and the patriotism, the Amerit- 
canism of William McKinley, When he entered upon his ad- 
ministration he faced a difficult situation. It was his duty to 
proceed with care and caution. 

Mr. Thurston then recounted the steps which the President 
had taken upon the Cuban question during the past year and 
pronounced his course wise, statesmanlike, and in accordance 
with the diplomatic usages of the world. 

It was the plain duty of the President of the United States 
to give to the Libera! Ministry of Spain a reasonable time in 
which to test its proposed autonomy. That time has been 
given. Autonomy ts conceded the wide world over to be a 
conspicuous failure. The situation in Cuba has only changed 
for the worse. 

Sagasta is powerless; Blanco is powerless to put an end to 
the conflict, to rehabilitate the island, or to relieve the suffer- 
ing, starvation and distress. 


THE UNITED STATES CANNOT 
SHIRK DUTY TO LIBERTY’S CAUSE. 


The time for action has then come. No greater reason for 
it can exist to-morrow than exists to-day. Every hour’s delay 
only adds another chapter to the awful story of misery and 
death. Only one power can intervene—the United States of 
America. ; 

It was her glorious example which Inspired the Cubans of 
Cuba to raise the flag of liberty in her eternal hills. We can- 
not refuse to accept this responsibility which the God of the 
Universe has placed upon us as the one great power in the 
new world. What shall our action be? 

Mr. Thurston briefly adverted to the propositions of recog. 
nizing the belligerency or the independence of the Cubans 
only to say that it was too late for either. As to annexation 
he said: 

“God forbid. I would oppose annexation with my latest 
breath. People of Cuba are not our people; they cannot as- 
similate with us, and beyond all that, I am utterly and unal- 
terably opposed to any departure from the declared policy of 
the fathers which would start this republic for the first time 
upon a career of conquest and dominion utterly at variance 
with the declared purposes and the manifest destiny of popu- 
lar government.

of Havana, intervention which says to Spain ‘Leave the island, 
withdraw your soldiers, leave the Cubans, these brothers of

ITS TAIL MAY BE SEEN. 


Astronomers Measure the Progress of 
the New Perrine Comet. 

SAN JOSE, Cal, March 24.—The comet 

that was discovered last Sunday morning by 

Assistant Astronomer Perrine of Lick Ob- 


servatory is now just visible to the naked 
eye by reason of its distinct celluiar nucleus 
and tail. It isan easy object for a small tel- 
escope. It is situated in the northern con- 
stellation Pegasus and is moving north- 
ward and eastward somewhat more than a 
degree a day. The elements of its orbit have 
Deen computed by Prof, Hussey and Per- 
rine. They think that the comet passed Per!- 
hélion March 18, at a distance of more than 
100,000,000 miles from the sun, and that it Is 
now about the same distancé from the 
earth. Its brightaess ts slowly diminishing. 
The plane of the orbit is inclined 72 degrees 
to the plane of the earth's orbit. The inter- 
acction of this plane is in longitude 264 
degrees.

A GREAT PART OF PITTSBURG SUBMERGED 


Factories Compelled to Suspend by the Overtlow, Railroads ata 
Standstill and Thousands are Thrown Out 
of Employment. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., March 24.—A eudden 
and decided fall in temperature checked the 
flow in the headwaters streams this morn- 
ing and the effect of this was soon appar- 
ent in the rivers here. After reaching 
feet, the waters began to recede and is now 
falling rapidly. At 10 o’clock it had de- 
clined one foot, the gauge showing 29 feet. 

The swell while not quite equaling the 
flood of 1891, was the most destructive 
known since the ever-memorable one of Feb- 
ruary, 1884. The financial logs will run up 
well into the hundreds of thousands. It 
will not be confined to property destroyed, 
ewept away and damaged. Thousands of 
workmen have been temporarily thrown out 


of employment, and the aggregate of the 
wages they will lose will probably equal the

The exact amount, however, cannot be 
told for several days, as all the lowlands 
of the two cities are under water, and it 
will be a week or more before business in 
the sections visited by the freshet hag re- 
sumed its normal conditions. 

“The major part of the flood’s devastation 
ig above SteOUTe, oS the Allegheny River. 
In Sharpsburg ilivale and Etna there 
were many bad washouts. Al! the rail- 
roads centering in Pittsburg and Allegheny 
were crippled, especially the Pittsburg & 
Western and West Pennsyvania roads. Op-

eek. 
No loss of life has been reported, but many 
narrow escapes from drowning were expe- 
rienced. 

, In fact the lower parts of every street 
are more or less submerged, but the deepest 
water covers that part of the city at the 
Point, where there are upward of 600 fami- 
lies living. Many of these last night were 
walled in by two and three feet of wa'ter, 
and there was no way out or in except by 
means of skiffs and wis. 

The Exposition Building is submerged and 
the damage will be at ieast 35000. On the 
the warehouses, factories and 
mills along the entire river front were un- 
der several feet of water and operations 
completely suspended. 

On McKean street, where a large number 
of Polish families are living, the water is 
nearly up to the second floors, and the Occu- 
pants of the houses are going to and from 
their houses in boats.

om 6000 to 6000 workingmen are thrown 
out of work on account of the flood. The 
mills will not resume work until the water 
recedes. The loss will be greater to the 
thousands of employes who are idle than 
to the employers, as very little damage 
will be done to the machinery by the water. 

Nearly every railroad entering Pittsburg 
is crippled by the floo&s. Freight traffic 
on the roads going West is completely 
paralized. 

Not for 25 years has the Allegheny Valley 
Railroad been struck so hard by stress of 
weather. Since 1:30 Tuesday afternoon no 
trains have been run north of Titusville, 
and since 5 o’clock Tuesday evening no 
trains have run north of the Kittanning. 
The officials expect to have the line opened 
throughout this evening. 

The river division of the Cleveland & Pitts- 

urg is tied up by washouts at Wellsville 
and by miles of submerged tracks. 

The scene along the Pittsburg & Western 
Railroad is one of great devastation. The 
highways are impassable for wagon traf- 
fic, lroad bridges are washed out by the

he road in good shape again. It will be 

several days fore temporary bridges can 
be built to allow trains to pass over. 

At Wittmer the tce houses are flooded and 
wrecked, as are the brick yards and other 
bulldings in the valley. Ice started to floa 
down the swollen stream. The streets o 
Glenshaw and Wittmer are completely sub- 
merged, and the families living in the valley 
are in a state of terror. Many are trying to 
get to the hills in boats and on rafts, taking 
what furniture they could with them. Every- 
body feared that the catastrophe of last 
year would be repeated. Cattle and horses 
are floundering about in the stables and in 
the streets, sending forth plaintive cries.

The legis- 
ative committee fear this, which accounts 
for its bitter opposition. Laboring men, the 
world over, believe the fittest man should 
have the job, and the ae away of the 
means the advancement of 
onest labor.”

| WASHINGTON, March 24—The whole power of the Vatican is being ex- 
‘erted to prevent an American-Spanish war. The Pope, through the Papal Sec- 
fetary, Cardinal Rampolla, is endeavoring 4@ avert the horrors that would attend 
an appeal to arms. He would also, if it lies in his power, save the ruling Spanish 
dynasty from overthrow. The influence of the Pope is exerted not only in the 
‘Wnited States but in Spain. - 

I am informed from a very high source that the wishes of Leo XIII. have been 
tommunicated to the most exalted authority of the American hierarchy. Prelates 
of the Roman Church are doing all that seems expedient for peace. The Cardinal- 
Archbishop of Baltimore is striving’ to allay the fever for war that rages through- 
out the land. 

The efforts for peace are directed in all quarters where effective work may 
he done. The two branches of Congress, the Administration and important finan- 
gial and business circles have experienced a pressure not necessarily direct. The 
politics of the Vatican are secret. The skilled diplomatists of the Pope’s foreign 
pffice rarely show their hands. 

I am informed that two great motives sway the conduct of Leo XIII. 

First, The integrity of the existing dynasty of Spain. He would avoid the 
Mangers that would threaten that throne should a war occur. The Spanish people, 
‘should disastrous results to Spanish arms occur, would almost certainly revolt 
against the little King and his mother Maria Christina, the Queen Regent. The 
high personal character of the Queen Regent would not save her. 

Papal influence has already been exercised on Don Carlos, the pretender to 
the Spanish throne. The church and Carlism are synonymous almost. The 
Carlist leader has been urged not to incite civil war in Spain while a foreign foe 
is threatening. 

A great European power would be pleased if the Pope could dispel the war

the protocol (or supplement to the treaty) negotiated in 1877, known as the 
Cushing Protocok 

That protocol prescribes the procedure in the trial of American citizens in 
Cuba and exempts them from sumnf€ry trial by drumhead court-martial. 

There has been manifested of late in political quarters and reflected in the 
press an increasing disposition to deny that the protocol is binding on Spain. 

Senor Moret tells a reporter of the Epoca that Premier Collantes went out 
of office without having signed the protocol and that his successor, Manuel Sil- 
vela, declined to sign it.- Therefore, according to a custom prevalent, Senor Col- 
lantes ultimately signed the treaty, though he had ceased to be a Minister of State. 

“The protocol never was published in the Gazette,” Senor Moret added, “and 
for that reason the Supreme Court would deny that the protocol is a law of the 
realm and would reduce it to a mere convention not binding on ‘Spain.” 

Commenting on this view, lawyers point out that the Supreme Court could not 
have considered the protocol binding, as no reference whatever is made to it in the 
decision of the case of the Cuban Phief Sanguilly. 

The question will he discus in the Cortes at the coming session. 

Most of the Madrid newspapers, including the ministerial journals, print leith. 
torial and news articles to prepare the public mind for an early revelation of the fact 
that the representatives of the American and Spanish Commissions of Investiga- 
tion into the cause of the Maine catastrophe are certain to clash. But they give it 
to be understood that this is not likely to cause a rupture or even serious complica- 
tions. : ARTHUR E. HOUGHTON.
